Men Who Kn<W Fear 

"Fools make a mock of sin" (Prov. 
14:!)), wrote Solomon, and professed- 
ly wise men still lead simple souls 
astray as the serpent beguiled Eve, 
saving, "Ye shall not surely die" 
(Gen. 3:4). 
But men who understand the un- 
changeable holiness 
of God's character 
and law tremble 
and fear before 
Him at the thought 
of sin. They know 
that He is to be 
feared, and "the 
terror of the Lord" 
is before them. And 
this is not incon- 
sistent with the 
perfect love that 
easteth out fear, 
leather it is in- 
separably joined 
with that love, an.d 
the man who is 
most fully possess- 
ed of that love is 
the one who fears 
most, with that 
reverential (tar 
that leads him to 
depart from s i n. 
For he who is ex- 
alted to the great- 
est heights of di- 
vine love and fel- 
lowship in Jesus 
Christ sees most 
plainly the awful 
depths of the Divine 
Wrath against sin 
and the bottomless 
pit into which sin- 
ners oot of Christ 
are running. 
This vision and 
sense bf the exceeding sinfulness of 
sin and of God's wrath against 
wickedness begets not a panicky, 
slavish fear that makes a man hide 
from God, as Adam . and Eve hid 
among the trees of Eden, bill a holy, 
filial fear that leads the soul to come 
oat into the open and inn to tiod 
and seek shelter behind the Mood of 
"the Lamb of God which taketh away 
the sin of the world." 

We learn from Isaiah that when 
"the Spirit of the Lord" rested upon 
Jesus, it was not only "the Spirit of 
wisdom and understanding, the .Spirit 
of counsel and might, the Spirit of 
knowledge," but also "of the fear of 
the Lord"; and he adds that it "shall 
make Him of quick understanding 
in the fear of the Lord" (Isaiah 11: 
2-3.) 

The Need of Reverence 

The great need of the Church and 
■world to-day is a revival of the holy, 
reverential fear of the Lord, and we 
Salvationists should plead with God 
for the fulfilment of that great 
promise in Jeremiah: "And I will 
give them one heart, and one vvav. 
that they may fear Me forever, for 
the good of them, and of their chil- 
dren after them: And I will make an 
everlasting covenant with them, 
that I will not turn away from them 
to do them Rood; but I will fiat mv 
fear in their hearts, that they shad 
not depart from Me" (Jer.

"Look back." — Nnhum 2:8. 

Looking back is nearly always re- 
garded as a sign of weakness and 
usually of defeat, and Lot's wife a 
cited as a glaring example of tlie 
backward look.

A backward look may be a remind- 
er of God's goodness. 

It is interesting to notice what 
careful provision was maiir in tiic 
Mosaic Law to prevent tiie lleijrcw? 
forgetting the past. ]!y i-xlmi tatiiin, 
by ritual, by festivals, they were 
constantly compelled tu "inuk back" ■ 
and be grateful for past blessing. 
The Passover, with its backward 
look to the Exodus, must lip observed 
on pain of death. The Feast ■;'' 
Tabernacles, as a reminder of die 
Wilderness, was tti be kept aniiuallv. 
The "iron furnace of Kgypt," die 
"outstretched arm" of Jehovah, Hie 
rod that budded, the pol of manna, 
were ever before them.

So 
miserable did he become that he was 
ilubliocl "The melancholy one" by bis 
companions, but he also determined, 
by hook or by crook, to find some 
way of delivorj<Tte<\ He read nunt.\ 
books on moral teaching, etc., but 
though he found out the difference 
between right and wrong, he was un-

Plain Words for Pianists — and 
Others 

This is a plea for simplicity. I 
was once assisting at a Corps festi- 
val, and was invited to play some 
twiddley-bits on tlio piano during 
the collection. I was not sure what 
was expected of me, andininy sweet 
ignorance failed lo "fill the bill." 

At another festival, .some time 
later, I became acquainted with the 
technique of this absurd art. as 
demonstrated liy a pompous perform- 
ance of "Handel's Largo with varia- 
tions!" 

There are but thirteen note* in 
the octave, of which Handel used 
only nine in making this immortal 
melody; the background is composed 
of the simplest harmonies'. It seems, 
indeed, that there is a studied sen.5L> 
of economy of notes in all the great 
compositions of the Masters. Their 
slogans might well have been: "U~.c 
less notes" — "Keep in the octave" — 
"Simplicity first." Another instance 
of this note economy is the tune 
"Sandon," which utilizes but seven 
notes that move in an unassuming 
manner, never stepping outside the 
octave. Who among us would deny 
the beauty of this melody? "The Old 
Hundredth," too, with eight notes all 
told rrrnnnori ;- r.cilt-iiku phrases, 
confines itself within the octave.

the "middle" parts is to take them 
by themselves. As my men are 
miners, this is easy of accomplish- 
ment. For instance, when we are on 
"hack" shift wc meet in the morn- 
ings, and many times 1 have only 
had 2nd comets, flugels, 2nd horns 
and baritones. Some may think this 
is not a very, workable combination, 
but I have found it invaluable, and 
it has saved considerable time and 
"grind" at the full rehearsal. 

The Bandmaster should have a 
general knowledge of all instruments 
and their effects. Take the trom- 
bone family for instance; many a 
time I have taken up the trombone 
antl demonstrated to the section Lite 
effect I wanted. Although u eupho- 
nium player, 1 have made it my 
business to become acquainted with 
the trombone. For Bandmasters 
who art not familiar with the trom- 
bone, I would advise them to make a 
careful b t u d y of' Lieut. -Colonel 
Hawkes's most enlightening book on 
this instrument. 

One thing that is very essential 
in playing selections is to pay cap- 
ful regard to tempi. How many 
pieces are robbed of their beauty by 
not being played in accordance with 
the metronome marks. This is en- 
tirely the Bandmaster's fault. He 
should try to keep as near as pos- 
sible to the speed indicated by the 
composer. In double forte passages 
all Bands have a tendency to in- 
crease the speed, while in double 
piano passages it ; :; j].,- iumi.w. 
The Bandmaster must beep a firm 
grip of his Band and his tempi 
should be true and constant, hence 



it is very essential that he should bo 
able to correctly interpret the vari- 
ous metronome indications. 

In quick passages, a great deal 
depends on the ability of his players^ 
and it might be wise for some Bands 
to keep slightly under tempi marks. 
I have heard the finale of many 
selections spoilt by it being played 
loo fast, so that it becomes practical- 
ly a "scramble : rather than a bnl 
liant finish, 

Might 1 say in conclusion, that the 
foregoing are just a few of my own 
methods with regard to profitable 
practice; and I think 1 can say with- 
out egotism that by giving attention 
to the essentials mentioned I have 
been successful to a degree. Success 
in playing depends largely on the 
Bandmaster and what he 
puts into the Band. 

I should say that I owe 
a great deal to The 
Army. I was but ;i 
"raw" lad of twenty when 
I was converted, and did 
not know a note of music, 
but persevered and work- 
ed very hard as a player 
and eventually was ap- 
pointed Bandm aster. I 
immediately set to work 
to make myself as effi- 
cient as possible and suc- 
ceeded in obtaining all 
The Army certificates 
and then went to the 
London College of Music, 
which more than ever 
fitted me for my position. 

I would say to all 

Bandmasters: "Work at yourself 

both spiritually and musically. Your's 

is a. God-given post. Do your best 
lo fill it,"

On Monday last, Commander Evan- 
geline Booth lunched at the White 
House, Washington, with the Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Coolidge, who dis- 
played keen interest in all phases of 
The Army's Work and its many help- 
ful contacts with national needs and 
problems. On Tuesday, the Com- 
mander addressed a huge audience 
in Washington Auditorium. The 
police estimate there were seven 
thousand within and six thousand 
outside clamoring for admission.

A WASH DAY JUNI- 
OR TWO 

A good plan for keeping clothes'- 
pegs safe when not in use, anil a 
help when hanging out clothes, is to 
make a bag of any washing mater- 
ial, over a coat-hanger, anil in the 
centre of one side of the ba« make a 
good-sized hole to enable the hanil 
to obtain the pej»3 easily from the 
bottom of the bag (see sketch). 
When hanging out the clothes, slip 
this bag on to the line anil you can 
then h*ive both 
hands free for 
pegging o u t 
or taking down 
the clothes, 
and the pegs, 
besides not get- 
ting lost, also 
keep nice anil 
clean. 

When clothes- 
lines remain 
out doors they 
often soil the 
clothes and in 
Winter the 
clothes freeze 
to the line. To 
prevent this, 
take strips of 
old sheets (or 
any white 
cloth) three or 
four inches 
wide, fold it 

over the line. A pin at each end 
will hold it in place. It only takes 
a moment. Clothes hung up in this 
manner will not freeze to the line 
or become soiled from it. Strips 
kept in the pin hag will always be 
handy and can be used many times. 
* * * 

When you have a large hole to 
darn, baste a jjiece of thin net over 
the hole anil darn in the usual way. 

To avoid flattening the snaps on 
any garment in laundering, close the 
snaps before putting them through 
the wringer. 

When airing sofa pillows do not 
hang them in the sun as this brings 
out the oil from the feathers. Select 
a shady spot with a light breeze.

I f a liouse-

of beeswax, a 
pint of turpen- 
tine, and two tableepoonfuls of lin- 
seed oil are the ingredients. These 
are the directions for making it: 
shave the beeswax and add the tur- 
pentine. Allow it to stand over 



night. Do not stir it at first. When 
the turpentine has absorbed all the 
beeswax, add the oil and stir the 
wax vigorously. Warm the wax and 
rub it into the wood well with a 
weighted brush or by hand. Not as 
Much of this wax as of most com- 
mercial waxes is needed tu put a 
,good polish on the floors or wood- 
work.
